This election for our 1966 officers was the first time 
that voting was permitted by on!y those members, fn good stand- . as 
ing, in attendance. — 


Articte 12 Section 7 was adopted in this form as a resuit 
of the use of the then permitted proxy or absentee bailot in the 
eiection for 1965 officers. Some members fee! it was abuse rather 
than use that caused much concern and comsequent adoption of the 
present Articie 12 Section 7 rules 


This very first election pointed out very emphatically 
that the elimination of aii forms of voting by those unable to 
attend was mct the answer, This action was either premature or 
deficient, By trying to correct what we thought was cre probiem, 
we only created another.

True, elections are probabiy the mos* important, but a 
there are other matters to be voted upon at other 
Reguiar and Mid=Month meetings as weil, The proxy 
or absentee ballot is not used for other ciub business. 
However, {ff the member has sufficient interest in who 
runs the club and represents him at ciub meetings and 
act‘v'ties, he is erititied to the priviiege of voting 
by absentee baliot. 


3, If a member loses this absentee privilege he loses 
literally al! basic reasor for retaining his membership. 
This reason would exist for anyone who cannot attend, 
regardiess of what he contributes in other ways. I 
emphasize other.ways, as many contribute as covered in 
reasons 4 and 5. Consequentiy, oniy amateurs who can 
attend the meetings might remain members, even though 
they contribute nothing eise. 


4, Let’s consider some contributors to the ciub in various 
ways: 
W3LEM is host to the monthly BLURB Folding. 
W3YJM, until he withdrew, was responsibie for 
the weekly 10/10 net operation. 
W3LNQ is presently responsibie for the weekly 
10/10 net operation, 
There are others who contribute throughout the year in 
many ways, though not on a scheduled basis, Could we 
say to one of these members, "Your contribution ts not 
worth the privilege of voting by absentes ballot,"?

There are those who find it physically impossible, 
and we deeply regret that they cannot attend or par= 
tictpate at such a time. 


I cerinct believe we can in ali fairness try to measure 

the attendance at the meeting in December as the quali- 
fication for a voting privilege when we have such cone 

tributers, as I mentioned before, that can far outweigh 
the contributions of one who finds it possible or even 

convenient to attend in December, 


There has been some expression of leniency being granted 
for those physically unable or contractually obligated. 
There is probably little question that this should be 
aiiowed by anyone. How physically unable or how con» 
tractuaily obligated is this member? Are you going to 
judge? By what measure will this be allowed? Are 

some members now likely to use this alibi and create 
further difficulty or problems? 

Let us not define categories and set up further rules, 
but simplify, and call upon the discretion of the 
individual in the use of an absentee ballot. Let'’s 

put our effort in creating greater interest and stir 
them into action rather than any rules or regulations 
that may be deterrent. 


My fellow Amateurs, in Phil-Mont and wherever this distri-= 


butfon reaches, I feel we must be careful how we use and apply the 
term "active member", 


Attendance at the meetings, Regular or Mid=Month, is indica= 
tive of a member's attitude, but not the standard by which we can 
class afi members fairly.
